MEDIUMS NOT DETECTIVES. 
The Boston Investigator is crying it-

Legal murder—the old 
Mosaic doctrine of “an eye for an eye”— 
does not justify illegal murder, nor cure 
the murderer of his passion.

do this. Death simply sets the murderer 
free to influence sensitives or excite 
other murderously disposed persons to 
repeat the act, and the spirit world there- 
fore objects to such additions, preferring 
that human society, which is in large 
measure responsible for such crimes, 
keep their criminals and reform them 
before sending them over. This is the 
reason why mediums are not permitted 
to locate murderers, though it may fur- 
nish a few skeptics with the proofs they 
demand. But as the spirit world has 
better use for its mediums than to as- 
sent to such demands, the /nvestigator 
calls in vain. 


CHURCHES AND LABOR UNIONS. 

Rev. John P. Coyle, in the Forum, 
states that a Congregational committee 
on Church work in Massachusetts un- 
dertook recently to discover whether or 
not industrial discontent had affected the 
attitude of Massachusetts workingmen 
tothe Church. Printed circulars were 
sent to labor organizations, but the re- 
sults are not satisfactory. Many of the 
circulars were unanswered, and such an- 
awers as were received were not always 
conclusive. A similar inquiry among 
clergyman proved likewise unsatisfac- 
tory, the replies being often based on

The leaders of the Churches confess that 
they have no bold upon about 35 per 
cent. of the population, largely working- 
men, but deny any relation of cause and 
effect betweeu this and industrial discon- 


tent. The leaders of the unions assert 
that 45 per cent. of the workingmen dis- 
believe in the Churches, and they attri- 
bute it to the present discontent and the 
place which the Church occupies concern- 
ing the questions which underlie it.” 


SIGNS OF THE TIMES. 

The second congress of experimental 
psychology, which assembled in London 
on the first four days of August, says 
Twentieth Century, was one of the 
“signs of the times.” Only a few years 
ago psychology was, if a science at all, 
Strictly a science of observation, nay, as 
defined by Webster, it was simply a mat- 
ter of self-study, of introspection—“the 
systematic or scientific knowledge of the 
powers and functions of the human soul, 
so far as they are known by conscious- 
ness.” Sir W. Hamilton’s definition is 
to the same effect—“the science conver- 
sant about the phenomena of the mind 
or conscious subject, or self, or ego.” 
To-day, psychology is in the strictest 
sense an inductive science and has at its 
command not only the uncertain data of 
nhcervatinn nf celf made hy the con- 
scious subject, but a vast field of ex- 
perimentation, in which results can be 
as precisely weighed and as rigidly con- 
trolled as in any of the purely physical 
sciences. Psychology, once the fad of 
spiritists and believers in a supernatural 
world, is demonstrating itself to be the 
most naturalof natural sciences. Andis 
it nota strange contradiction that the 
last of the sciences to be recognized is 
the science of the human beiny himself ; 
and that not till man had weighed the 
stars and determined their courses and 
even to a certain extent their physical 
constitution, he did not think of apply- 
ing the method of scientific research in 
the investigation of himself?

DEATH OF W. STAINTON 
MOSES. 

W. Stainton Moses, editor of Light 
London, England, and so well known by 
his pseudonym (M. A. Oxon), has left the 
mortal and passed on to the eternal spir- 
itual life. We have no data of the time 
of his transition, as our information of 
his death is from a cablegram to Prof. 
Eliott Coues, dated September sth, which 
is referred to in an extended notice of 
Mr. Moses in the Aeligio-Phtilosophical 
Journa? written by Prof. Coues, 

Both the man and his life-work are re- 
markable among men and lives, 
Thoroughly educated, a strong writer, a 
careful discriminating critic, and a me- 
dium of remarkable powers and ex- 
periences, he stood foremost among the 
Spiritualists of Great Britain and the 
Continent. We have no data upon 
which to prepare even an outline of his 
busy and influential life, but our English 
exchanges will probably supply it. 

His translation at this time seems, 
when viewed from the earth-side of the 
great work of spiritual progress, to be 
on irreparable loss. But it is only in 
seeming. Men pass on, but truth and its 
work aud triumph find fresh instrumen- 
talities, and are neither retarded nor 
crippled. Leaders are born and pre- 
pared for every condition of the great 
strife for the supremacy of truth in the 
world. Spiritualism was not born of 
man’s brain, but out of the living womb 
of the great spiritual eternal conscious 
life beyond the mortal boundary, and 
frou thence come the great forces of in- 
spiration which develop leaders, and 
supply the places of those who have 
been called higher. Of him we can 
quote: 


“Come from the heat of battle, and in peace

For more than seventy years he has 
been following his devoted calling. 
When Longfellow was comparatively 
unknown, and Emerson bad published 
but a few fragmentary utterances, the 
poems of Whittier had commanded 
respect from many quarters. It was in 
his eighteenth year when he secretly 
sent his first poem to the Free Press. 
William Lloyd Garrison was its editor, 
and recognizing the merit, published 
them. It was a paraphrase of the vision 
of the prophet Elijah; to whom came 
the voice of God, not in earthquake, fire 
and, tempest, but in the stil] small voice. 
After this, came the many poems and 
prose works—the poems so well-known 
and so often quoted, so full of sweetness 
and tenderness. 

Whittier is perhaps more distinctly 
American than others of our poets. The 
songs of nature that came from Bryant 
were the inspiration of our, woods, it is 
true, but the like have come from other 
shores and wooded lands ; Longfellow is 
too cosmopolitan to be purely American ; 
Emerson's poetry is only a vehicle for 
an expression of his world-wide philoso- 
phy; Lowell, with the exception of the 
“Bigelow Papers,” was as much at home 
in his foreign mission as ambassador as 
in his poetry. But Whittier has chosen 
local incidents, legends from home, pas- 
toral tales in which simple folk in home- 
spun garb “show their native feelings 
strong.” The London Times, appreciat- 
ingly and truthfully says in regard to 
this: “It may almost be said that what 
Scott did for Scotland, Whittier did for 
New England.” While the London 
News observes : “Whittier sang of a dis- 
tinctive New England life as no one ever 
sang it before, and, since it is going the 
way of all things, as no one will ever 
sing it again.” “Snowbound,” popular 
and deserving, is best representative of 
this as well as his peculiar style. 

There are three characteristics in his 
better poems that will endear them for- 
ever to all earnest souls: His strong 
sympathy will aid effort after truth; his 
deep religious fervor, far from all bound 
and blend of creed, and his strong and 
abiding sense of immortality. The first 
made him a friend of all struggling hu- 
manity, no thing or person was too in- 
significant to be encouraged and helped. 
The second, gave us one of the best in- 
terpreters of the spirit of the Christ— 
a spirit whose pure and lofty striving is 
too often lost in senseless and absurd 
theological tinkering of modern moral
